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Summary 

The  world's  leading  exporters  of  orange  juice  are  Brazil 
and  the  United  States.  Brazil  surpassed  the  United  States  as 
the  top  exporter  in  1968  and  today  it  exports  over  three 
times  as  much  orange  juice  as  this  country.  In  addition, 
Brazil  is  the  largest  foreign  supplier  of  frozen  concentrated 
orange  juice  (FCOJ)  to  the  United  States,  making  this 
country  one  of  Brazil's  most  important  markets. 

More  than  90  percent  of  Brazil's  production  of  orange 
juice  is  exported  as  frozen  concentrate  (65°  Brix)  and  is 
produced  primarily  in  the  State  of  Sao  Paulo.  The  United 
States  exports  about  9  percent  of  its  orange  juice  output 
and  ships  it  in  three  forms:  Frozen  concentrate,  hot-pack 
concentrate,  and  single-strength.1 

Brazil 

During  calendar  1977  FCOJ  exports  from  Brazil  totalled 
213,524  metric  tons  (65°  Brix  equivalent),  and  were  valued 
at  $177  million.  Volume  was  up  only  slightly  from  the  1976 
level,  but  value  rose  by  75  percent.  The  figures  in  the  follow- 
ing table  show  that  average  monthly  f.o.b.  prices  of 
Brazilian  FCOJ  have  steadily  increased  since  August  1975. 

The  largest  export  market  for  Brazilian  FCOJ  is  Western 
Europe,  which  accounted  for  61  percent  of  Brazil's  1977 
shipments.  Exports  to  the  United  States  remained 
relatively  stable  between  1972  and  1976,  but  jumped 
sharply  in  1977.  This  was  due  in  part  to  the  Florida  freeze  of 
January  1977,  which  adversely  affected  juice  yields  and 
reduced  available  supplies  of  U.S.  orange  juice. 


'Trade  sources  estimate  the  average  degrees  brix  of  frozen 
concentrated,  hot  pack  concentrated,  and  single  strength  orange 
juices  exported  from  the  United  States  to  be  50,  60,  and  12. 
respectively.  Degrees  brix  is  defined  as  a  measurement  of  the 
density  of  a  solution,  more  specifically,  of  a  solution  containing 
sucrose,  as  determined  by  a  dydrometer.

United  States 

U.S.  exports  of  orange  juice  have  risen  in  recent  years, 
led  by  frozen  concentrate.  Canada  purchases  about  one 
half  of  these  exports  and  Western  Europe  absorbs  most  of 
the  remainder.  During  1977,  shipments  of  hot-pack 
concentrated  orange  juice,  originating  mainly  from 
California,  rose  14  percent  over  the  previous  year's  level. 
Exports  of  frozen  concentrate  and  single-strength  orange 
juice  fell  slightly  because  of  the  January  1977  freeze  in 
Florida. 

The  freeze  also  resulted  in  record-high  U.S.  imports  of 
orange  juice  in  1977  from  Brazil  and  Mexico.  Brazil's  ship- 
ments to  the  United  States  increased  13  percent  above  the 
previous  year's  level  of  29.8  million  gallons,  (single  strength 
equivalent)  while  Mexico's  shipments  jumped  836  percent 
to  13.8  million  gallons.  During  the  1972-1977  period,  U.S. 
imports  of  orange  juice  from  Brazil  and  Mexico  averaged 
77  and  19  percent  respectively. 

A  comparison  of  exports  of  orange  juice  from  Brazil  and 
the  United  States  for  years  1972  to  1977  is  shown  in  figure  1. 
For  comparison,  all  exports  and  imports  from  Brazil  and 


the  United  States  were  converted  to  50°  brix  gallons.  These 
figures  are  summarized  in  the  following  table.  Total 
exports  from  the  United  States  are  the  summation  of  frozen 
concentrate,  hot  pack  concentrate,  and  single-strength 
orange  juices.  The  line  graph  in  Figure  2  shows  U.S. 
exports  of  frozen  concentrate,  hot  pack  concentrate,  and 
single-strength  orange  juices  for  the  same  period  as  in 


Figure  1.  Again,  all  juices  were  converted  to  50°  brix 
gallons.

SOUTHERN  HEMISPHERE  CITRUS  PRODUCTION 
AND  EXPORTS  REACH  A  RECORD  HIGH  c  -? 


The  1978/79  season  citrus  production  of  leading 
Southern  Hemisphere  producing  countries  is  forecast  at 
10.4  million  tons,  up  10  percent  from  last  season's.  The 
larger  output  is  attributed  to  recovery  of  the  Brazilian 
orange  crop,  which  is  expected  to  reach  6.4  million  tons. 

Only  South  Africa  and  Brazil  are  important  Southern 
Hemisphere  citrus  exporters.  South  Africa,  the  world's 
largest  exporter  of  fresh  oranges  during  the  Northern 
Hemisphere  summer  period,  anticipates  record  shipments 
during  the  1978/79  crop  year.  Brazil,  a  small  exporter  of 
fresh  citrus,  but  the  world's  largest  exporter  of  frozen 
concentrated  orange  juice,  is  expected  to  export  264,000 
tons  of  concentrate  (65°  Brix),  up  24  percent  from  last 
year's  estimate. 

Argentina 

Production 

Production  for  the  1978/79  season  is  pegged  at  1.5 
million  tons,  up  slightly  from  last  season's  crop.  Continued 
problems  with  citrus  canker  has  greatly  affected  orange  and 
grapefruit  production  in  the  provinces  of  Corrientes  and 
Entre  Rios.  Because  of  the  high  cost  of  combating  this 
disease  and  lack  of  an  expanding  orange  concentrate 
industry,  no  significant  growth  in  the  Argentine  citrus 
industry  is  expected  in  the  near  term. 

Marketing 

Most  of  Argentina's  citrus  is  consumed  domestically,  yet 
exports  of  fresh  citrus  increased  substantially  in  calendar 
1977  primarily  because  of  favorable  export  prices  and 
strong  demand  in  Europe.  Orange  shipments  reached  a 
record  30,295  tons,  75  percent  greater  than  those  in  1976. 
During  this  same  period,  lemon  and  grapefruit  shipments 
increased  sharply  to  17,133  and  17,103  tons,  respectively. 


The  Netherlands  continues  to  be  Argentina's  leading 
market  for  fresh  citrus  followed  by  West  Germany  and 
France. 

Processor  use  of  citrus  remains  static.  Trade  sources 
estimate  this  season's  orange  concentrate  output  at  last 
year's  level  of  11,000  to  12,000  tons.  Normally,  about  60 
percent  of  the  orange  concentrate  produced  annually  is 
consumed  by  the  soft  drink  industry.  Orange  concentrate 
exports,  in  1977  are  estimated  at  6,000  tons,  nearly  double 
last  year's  shipments.  The  larger  volume  is  attributed  to  a 
reduction  in  local  demand  for  orange  concentrate,  stimu- 
lated in  part  by  the  general  economic  slump  in  Argentina. 


Australia 

Production 

A  slightly  smaller  citrus  crop  of  436,500  tons  is  forecast 
for  the  1978/79  season.  The  navel  crop  is  expected  to 
increase  by  8,000  tons  to  123,000  tons  yet  Valencia 
production  is  expected  to  fall  10  percent  to  208,000  tons. 
High  salinity  conditions  in  the  Victorian  and  South 
Australian  irrigation  districts  caused  by  dry  weather  condi- 
tions this  past  season  are  expected  to  adversely  affect 
Valencia  yields.  Production  of  tangerines  is  forecast  near 
last  year's  level  of  30,000  tons  with  about  56  percent  of  the 
crop  being  produced  in  the  State  of  Queensland.  Heavy 


The  Southern  Hemisphere  accounts  for  approximately 
one-fourth  of  total  annual  world  citrus  production. 
Nearly  all  Southern  Hemisphere  production  is  between 
April  and  January.  This  circular  covers  the  citrus 
situation  in  Argentina,  Australia,  Brazil,  Chile,  and 
South  Africa.  All  tons  are  metric,  and  are  equivalent  to 
approximately  2,204.6  pounds. 


plantings  of  lemon  and  grapefruit  trees  in  the  late  1960's 
and  early  1970's  have  resulted  in  steady  increases  in  output 
of  these  fruits  in  recent  years.  Production  of  lemons  and 
grapefruit  is  expected  to  further  rise  to  38,000  and  22,000 
tons,  respectively,  during  the  coming  season.  Output  is 
expected  to  continue  to  gain  over  the  next  few  years,  but 
will  then  stabilize,  since  nearly  all  of  the  trees  will  be  bearing 
by  1979. 

Marketing 

The  domestic  market  now  absorbs  over  95  percent  of 
Australian  citrus  production.  The  recent  growth  in  citrus 
consumption  is  largely  attributed  to  the  recent  increase  in 
consumer  demand  for  citrus  juices,  which  account  for  over 
55  percent  of  total  consumption  (fresh  equivalent).  The 
swing  to  processed  products  is  attributed  to  higher 
consumer  incomes,  and  higher  retail  prices  of  fresh  fruit 
caused  in  part  by  the  recent  imposition  of  a  65  percent  ad 
valorem  tariff  rate  on  imported  orange  concentrate.  The 
higher  tariff  rate  resulted  in  a  sudden  increase  in  processor 
use  of  oranges  and  a  consequent  reduction  in  the 
availability  of  fresh  fruit  on  the  domestic  market.  Higher 
prices  of  imported  concentrate  also  strengthened  con- 
sumer demand  for  domestic  juices.  Imports  of  orange  juice 
concentrate  dropped  61  percent  to  30,000  tons  fresh 
equivalent  from  the  1975/ 76  to  the  1977/ 78  season.  Mexico 
and  the  United  States  were  the  major  suppliers  of  con- 
centrate during  this  period  with  important  quantities 
coming  from  Brazil,  Israel,  and  South  Africa. 

The  outlook  for  the  1978/79  export  season  is  for  a  slight 
decline  in  Valencia  exports,  which  is  expected  to  offset  an 
increase  in  navel  shipments.  Exports  of  mandarins  are 
forecast  at  5,000  tons  while  shipments  of  lemons  and  grape- 
fruit remain  relatively  insignificant.  New  Zealand  and 
Singapore  are  the  major  markets  for  Australian  citrus. 


Brazil 

Production 

Brazil  is  the  largest  producer  of  oranges  in  the  Southern 
Hemisphere.  The  country's  orange  production  is  forecast  at 
6.4  million  tons,  a  substantial  gain  over  last  season's  short 
crop  of  5.5  million  tons.  Production  of  lemons,  limes,  and 
tangerines  is  each  expected  to  equal  about  10  percent  of 
total  orange  production. 

The  State  of  Sao  Paulo,  the  principal  citrus-producing 
State  and  center  of  the  processing  industry,  accounts  for 
more  than  70  percent  of  Brazil's  orange  production  and 
encompasses  approximately  315.000  hectares  of  oranges. 
During  the  1978/79  season,  groves  in  this  State  are 
expected  to  yield  1.7  boxes  (90  pounds  each)  of  oranges  per 
tree  based  on  an  estimated  66.2  million  orange  trees  in  bear- 
ing (20  million  trees  are  not  yet  bearing). 


Sao  Paulo's  orange  production  outlook  is  for  continued 
increases  over  the  next  several  years,  yet  growth  is  antici- 
pated to  be  less  rapid  than  during  the  early  1970's.  Because 
of  improved  cultural  practices,  much  of  the  production 
gain  is  expected  to  result  from  improved  yields  as  well  as 
expanding  area. 

The  Government  recently  launched  a  new  $2  million 
campaign  for  the  eradication  of  citrus  canker.  Govern- 
ment funding  for  this  program  will  be  supplemented  by  a  2- 
cent  surcharge  on  every  box  of  oranges  sold  for  processing, 
with  processors  and  producers  bearing  57  and  43  percent, 
respectively,  of  the  cost.  The  commercial  zone  of  Sao  Paulo 
is  free  of  citrus  canker,  but  the  disease  exists  in  other  parts 
of  the  State  as  well  as  in  Parana  and  Mato  Grosso. 

Marketing 

In  Sao  Paulo,  processors  are  expected  to  utilize  nearly 
4.7  million  tons  of  the  States's  orange  production  in 
1978/79,  an  increase  of  25  percent  over  last  season's.  An 
estimated  41,000  tons  of  Sao  Paulo's  total  fresh  orange 
production  will  be  exported  and  the  remaining  1.02  million 
tons  will  be  consumed  fresh  or  shipped  to  other  States. 

In  addition  to  the  eight  orange  processing  plants  located 
in  Sao  Paulo,  a  new  plant  was  recently  constructed  in  the 
Northeastern  State  of  Sergipe.  Processing  capacity  of  this 
plant  is  presently  1 .5  million  boxes  of  oranges  per  year  and 
is  soon  expected  to  reach  3.4  million  boxes  per  year.  This 
plant  crushes  oranges  from  the  States  of  Sergipe  and  Bahia 
and  exports  through  the  port  of  Salvador. 

Production  of  frozen  concentrated  orange  juice  (FCOJ) 
in  Sao  Paulo  State  is  forecast  at  264.000  tons  (65°  Brix),  up 
nearly  29  percent  from  the  1977  estimate.  Likewise,  produc- 
tion of  dried  citrus  pulp  is  expected  to  advance  to  336.000 
tons.  About  95  percent  of  FCOJ  production  and  all  but  a 
few  thousand  tons  of  the  pulp  are  exported.  The  industrial 
yield  of  FCOJ  is  forecast  at  3.3  kg  per  box  (90  pounds 
each),  a  slight  decrease  from  last  season's  (1977/78) 
unusually  high  yield  of  3.6  kg  per  box. 

Recent  Brazilian  price  quotations  reflect  the  world 
demand  and  supply  for  orange  concentrate.  F.o.b.  Santos 
export  prices  for  65°  Brix  concentrate  averaged  S829  per 
ton  during  calendar  year  1977.  Prices  in  early  1978  ranged 
from  S 1 .050  to  S 1 .300  per  ton.  In  comparison,  the  average 
export  price  to  all  destinations  was  S48 1  per  ton  in  calendar 
1976,  S454  per  ton  in  1975.  and  S545  per  ton  in  1974. 
Western  Europe  remains  the  largest  market  for  FCOJ  and 
accounted  for  61  percent  of  Brazil's  calendar  year  1977 
exports.  Shipments  to  the  United  States  and  Canada 
jumped  sharply  during  this  period  to  47,000  and  21.000 
tons,  respectively. 

Orange  juice  concentrate  exports  benefit  from  a  wide 
range  of  incentives.  Oranges  for  processing  are  not  subject 
to  the  Sao  Paulo  State  value-added  tax  (ICM).  which  varies 
from  1 1  to  14  percent,  and  exported  FCOJ  is  not  subject  to 
the  8  percent  Nation  Industrialized  Product  Tax  (I PI).  In 
addition,  exporters  receive  a  tax  credit  equal  to  20  percent 
of  the  f.o.b:  value  of  exports  (10  percent  is  applied  to  the 
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ICM  tax  and  10  percent  is  applied  to  the  I  PI  tax). 
Furthermore,  profits  from  export  sales  of  FCOJ  are  not 
subject  to  income  tax,  and  part  ot  a  firm's  export  sales  can 
be  financed  with  subsidized  credit  at  an  interest  rate  of  8 
percent  per  annum. 


Chile 

Production 

Orange  and  lemon  production  in  Chile  continued  to 
increase  at  a  steady,  slow  rate  during  the  1977/78  season 
and  is  forecast  to  reach  47,300  and  48,000  tons, 
respectively,  for  the  upcoming  season.  Production  gains  are 
mainly  attributed  to  good  weather  conditions,  improved 
farm  management,  and  increased  orchard  area.  According 
to  the  National  Development  Corporation  (CORFO),  the 
planting  area  is  expected  to  expand  at  about  3  percent 
annually  over  the  next  few  years. 


Marketing 

Domestic  consumption  of  citrus  fruit  during  1977  was 
estimated  at  92,000  tons,  a  gain  of  nearly  10  percent  from 
that  of  1976.  This  increase  was  attributed  to  the 
introduction  of  new  citrus  products  on  the  market  such  as 
fresh  orange  and  lemon  juice  in  different  size  packages. 

Exports  of  fresh  lemons  in  1977,  mostly  to  the 
Netherlands,  remained  near  last  year's  level  of  3,700  tons. 
No  orange  exports  have  been  reported  in  recent  years.  The 
latest  available  customs  information  shows  imports  of 
2,165  tons  of  oranges  valued  at  $841,989  and  67  tons  of 
lemons  and  grapefruit  valued  at  $12,100  during  1975.  All 
imported  citrus  was  from  Argentina,  Bolivia,  and  Peru. 
Processing  continues  to  account  for  a  small  percentage  of 
production,  approximately  3,000-4,000  tons  annually. 


South  Africa 

Production 

South  Africa's  1978/79  citrus  crop,  consisting  mainly  of 
oranges,  is  forecast  at  718,000  tons.  This  is  a  substantial 
increase  over  last  season's  unusually  short  crop  of  563,000 
tons.  Fruit  quality  and  size  are  expected  to  recover  to  better 
than  normal  levels  this  upcoming  season. 

Marketing 

The  local  citrus  industry  is  primarily  geared  to  the  export 
market  and  is  regulated  and  controlled  by  the  South 
African  Citrus  Board.  Recent  political  developments  in  and 
against  South  Africa  as  well  as  recent  actions  against  Israeli 
citrus  in  Europe  have  made  the  industry  extremely 
secretive.  Only  the  most  basic  figures  are  supplied  and  little 
is  published.  Preliminary  estimates  indicate  that  citrus 
exports  will  jump  sharply  to  430,000  tons  during  the 
upcoming  season.  The  bulk  of  citrus  exports  are  destined 
for  the  United  Kingdom  and  Europe,  with  markets  in  the 
Middle  East  and  Iran  becoming  increasingly  important. 

Because  growers  can  obtain  much  higher  returns  for 
oranges  sold  in  the  export  market,  sales  in  the  domestic 
fresh  market  continue  to  be  limited.  The  average  calendar 
year  1977  local  fresh  market  price  of  12  cents  per  kg  com- 
pares unfavorably  with  the  78  cents  per  kg  gross  attained  on 
the  export  market. 

Supplies  to  the  processing  industry  dropped  22  percent  in 
1977;  orange  supplies  fell  nearly  31  percent.  It  is  rumored 
that  the  processing  industry  received  only  one-half  of  what 
it  was  willing  to  handle  in  the  1977/78  season.  The  Citrus 
Board  intends  to  increase  processor  use  of  oranges,  grape- 
fruit, and  lemons  to  150,000,  29,000  and  8,000  tons,  respec- 
tively, during  the  1978/79  season.

The  production  outlook  for  1977/  78  is  for  fewer  oranges 
and  grapefruit,  but  more  tangerines  and  lemons,  according 
to  estimates  from  21  countries  that  account  for  about  three- 
quarters  of  world  citrus  output.  Total  citrus  production  in 
these  countries  is  forecast  at  37.1  million  tons,  down 
slightly  from  the  previous  season's.  The  overall  decreases 
were  the  result  of  a  5  percent  drop  in  Northern  Hemisphere 
output,  led  primarily  by  North  America. 

Oranges 

Production  in  the  21  major  producing  countries  is 
expected  to  total  nearly  22.8  million  tons  down,  nearly  3 
percent  from  the  1976/77  season.  Most  of  the  decreases  are 
in  the  United  States,  Mexico,  Spain,  and  Italy. 

Still  reflecting  the  effect  of  the  January  1977  freeze  in 
Florida,  the  U.S.  orange  crop  is  forecast  at  10  percent 
below  last  year's  high  of  9.6  million  tons.  A  severe  drought 
is  responsible  for  an  estimated  41  percent  drop  in  Mexican 
production.  Output  in  the  Mediterranean  countries  is 
expected  to  decrease  about  5  percent  with  considerable 
declines  in  Spain  and  Italy,  the  largest  Mediterranean 
producers.  Production  losses  in  Egypt  and  Turkey  are  also 
anticipated,  but  indications  are  for  larger  output  in  Greece 
and  Morocco. 

Recovery  in  Brazilian  and  South  African  output  is 
expected  to  raise  production  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere 
20  percent  over  last  year's  short  crop.  Argentina  anticipates 
a  slightly  larger  crop  while  Australia  expects  lower  output. 

Tangerines 

A  larger  tangerine  crop  is  expected  in  the  1977/ 78  season 
with  moderate  gains  in  Japan,  the  United  States,  Spain, 
and  Brazil. 

Production  in  Japan,  accounting  for  over  half  of  the 
world  total,  is  forecast  at  3.9  million  tons,  up  slightly  from 
the  previous  year's  level,  but  below  the  1975/76  record  high 


of  4.2  million  tons  because  of  a  recent  downward  trend  in 
acreage.  The  area  planted  to  tangerines  expanded  rapidly 
since  the  late  1940's  and  reached  a  peak  of  173,000  hectares 
in  1973.  Affected  by  a  sharply  increased  output,  the 
Japanese  industry  has  been  faced  with  surplus  production 
and  low  prices  during  recent  years.  Consequently,  area  in 
tangerines  declined  14  percent  between  the  1973-1977 
period.  Most  of  the  acreage  was  replanted  to  other  late 
variety  citrus  fruits,  particularly  the  mandarin  hybrids. 
However,  it  is  expected  that  the  tangerine  acreage  will 
remain  at  present  levels  over  the  next  few  years. 

Grapefruit 

Overall  production  is  expected  to  hover  around  last 
season's  level  of  3.6  million  tons,  though  slight  declines  are 
anticipated  in  the  United  States  and  Israel.  U.S.  output, 
which  accounts  for  about  three-quarters  of  the  world  total 
is  forecast  at  2.7  million  tons.  Production  in  Israel  and 
Argentina,  the  second  and  third  largest  producers,  is 
forecast  at  450,000  and  170,000  tons,  respectively. 

Lemons 

A  slightly  larger  lemon  crop  is  expected  in  the  1977/78 
season,  primarily  because  of  a  37  percent  increase  in 
Spanish  production.  Output  in  Italy,  the  second  largest 
producer  next  to  the  United  States,  and  in  other  Mediter- 
ranean countries  is  expected  to  remain  near  last  year's 
levels.  U.S.  production  is  forecast  at  894,000  tons,  up 
slightly  from  that  of  the  previous  season  but  below  the 
1974/75  record  crop  of  1  million  tons.  No  significant 
changes  in  Southern  Hemisphere  output  (led  by  Brazil  and 
Argentina)  are  anticipated.

Summary  and  Highlights,  1970/71-1976/77  Seasons 

The  statistics  in  this  publication  were  extracted  from  official  production  and  trade  data 
of  the  countries  concerned  and  are  on  a  seasonal  basis,  unless  otherwise  specified.  The 
production  statistics  include  seasons  1971/72  through  1976/77  and  the  trade  data  cover 
seasons  1970/71  through  1975/76.  The  citrus  fruit  covered  are  sweet  oranges,  tangerines, 
lemons,  and  grapefruit.  References  to  tons  are  to  metric  tons — one  metric  ton  equals 
2,204.6  pounds. 


Production 

The  21  countries  included  in  the  production  tables 
account  for  an  estimated  80  percent  of  world  citrus  output. 
Citrus  production  in  these  countries  rose  from  30.5  million 
tons  in  197 1  /  72  to  37.3  million  tons  in  1976/  77,  an  increase 
of  22  percent.  According  to  available  data,  citrus  pro- 
duction in  1976/77  consisted,  by  weight,  of  63  percent 
oranges,  18  percent  tangerines,  10  percent  grapefruit,  and 
just  under  9  percent  lemons.  These  proportions  changed 
little  during  the  entire  1971/72-1976/77  period. 

ORANGES— Production  in  the  21  major  producing 
countries  rose  by  nearly  20  percent  between  1971/72  and 
1976/77.  Most  of  the  gains  were  in  the  United  States, 
Brazil,  and  the  Mediterranean  countries  of  Greece,  Italy, 
and  Turkey. 

The  two  major  orange  producing  areas  are  the  United 
States  and  the  countries  of  the  Mediterranean  basin,  which 
together  account  for  over  three-quarters  of  world 
production.  Production  in  Italy,  the  second  largest 
producer  next  to  the  United  States,  increased  nearly  30 
percent  during  1 97 1  /  72- 1 976/  77  as  new  plantings  of  bl  ood 
oranges  reached  the  bearing  stage.  Greek  and  Turkish 
output  also  improved  because  of  larger  numbers  of  bearing 
trees. 

In  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  the  most  notable  event  was 
the  growth  in  Brazilian  (Sao  Paulo  only)  orange  pro- 


duction, which  rose  from  2.4  million  tons  in  1971/72  to 
more  than  3.7  million  tons  in  1976/77. 

TANGERINES— Output  rose  by  nearly  one-third 
between  the  1971/72  and  1976/77  seasons.  Substantial 
increases  were  in  Japan  (the  largest  producer),  Brazil, 
Spain,  and  Turkey.  Production  in  the  United  States  and  in 
other  major  producing  countries  remained  fairly  stable 
over  the  6-year  period. 

LEMONS— Production  increased  about  40  percent 
between  the  1971/72  and  1976/77  seasons.  Most  of  the 
gains  were  in  the  United  States  and  the  Mediterranean 
countries  of  Greece,  Spain,  and  Turkey.  Output  from  Italy 
(the  second  largest  producer),  remained  stable  over  the  past 
several  seasons.  The  traditional  pattern  of  small,  family- 
run  producers,  packers,  and  processors  geared  toward 
satisfying  domestic  demand  for  citrus  and  citrus 
byproducts,  keeps  the  Italian  industry  from  expanding  to 
any  great  degree.  Production  in  South  America,  led  by 
Argentina  and  Brazil,  increased  76  percent  during  1971/72- 
1976/77. 

GRAPEFRUIT— Production  rose  about  17  percent 
during  the  1971/72-1976/77  period.  Most  of  the  increases 
were  in  the  United  States  and  Israel,  the  two  leading 
producers.  U.S.  output  averaged  74  percent  of  the  total 
during  the  6-year  period.  In  the  Southern  Hemisphere, 
slight  gains  in  Argentine  and  Australian  production  were 
not  large  enough  to  offset  reductions  in  South  African 
production,  which  fell  36  percent  over  the  period. 
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Exports 

Fresh  citrus  exports  increased  more  than  18  percent 
during  the  1970/71-1975/76  period.  In  1975/76,  orange 
and  tangerine  exports,  by  weight,  accounted  for  about  61 
and  12  percent,  respectively,  of  total  world  exports,  while 
lemons  and  grapefruit  accounted  for  12  and  15  percent, 
respectively,  of  the  total. 

ORANGES— From  1973/74  to  1975/76,  an  estimated 
14  percent  of  world  production  entered  world  trade  in  the 
fresh  form,  down  16  percent  from  the  1971/72-1972/73 
level.  Spain  and  Israel  together  supplied  nearly  one-half  of 
the  world's  exports.  Other  major  exporters,  in  order  of 
importance,  were  the  United  States,  Morocco,  South 
Africa,  Greece,  and  Italy. 

Exports  from  the  Mediterranean  countries,  which 
account  for  over  three-fourths  of  the  world  total,  were 
destined  for  nearby  markets  of  Western  and  Eastern 
Europe.  Total  shipments  from  the  Mediterranean  region 
remained  relatively  stable  over  the  1970/71-1975/76 
period,  yet  substantial  increases  in  U.S.  and  South  African 
exports  reduced  its  share  of  the  world  export  market.  Ship- 
ments from  Cyprus  fell  considerably  during  the  period  as 
military  conflicts  affected  the  availability  of  oranges  for 
export.  Exports  from  Italy  and  Greece,  on  the  other  hand, 
rose  54  and  1 29  percent,  respectively.  The  support  extended 
to  the  Italian  citrus  industry  under  the  European 
Community's  Common  Agricultural  Policy  strengthened 
Italy's  competitive  position  in  the  world  export  market  and 
higher  purchases  from  the  U.S.S.R.  and  Eastern  Europe 
stimulated  Greek  sales. 

From  1  to  2  percent  of  U.S.  orange  production  is 
exported  in  the  fresh  form.  About  45  percent  of  U.S.  fresh 
exports  are  shipped  to  Canada,  but  substantial  quantities 
go  to  Hong  Kong  and  Europe.  U.S.  exports  to  Europe 
occur  mainly  during  the  summer  and  early  fall  months, 
when  supplies  from  the  Mediterranean  countries  are 
minimal  and  EC  duties  are  less  restrictive. 

TANGERINES— Exports  totaled  670.400  tons  in 
1975/76,  up  34  percent  from  the  1970/71  level.  The  larger 
volume  was  attributed  to  substantial  gains  in  Spanish  ship- 
ments, which  were  large  enough  to  offset  reductions  in 
Moroccan  exports.  Exports  from  other  major  suppliers — 
Turkey,  Italy,  Japan,  and  the  United  States — changed  little 
during  this  period.  Although  Japan  produces  over  half  of 
the  world's  tangerines,  it  consumes  most  of  its  output 
domestically  and  exports  very  little  in  the  fresh  form. 

Larger  supplies  coupled  with  increased  European 
demand — especially  from  France  and  West  Germany — 
enabled  Spain  to  expand  its  share  of  the  market  from  60 
percent  in  1970/71  to  74  percent  in  1975  76.  After  peaking 
in  1972/73,  shipments  from  Morocco,  the  second  largest 
exporter  next  to  Spain,  steadily  declined.  This  was 
attributed  to  a  reduction  in  output  caused  by  adverse 
weather,  reduced  area,  and  poor  management.  The 
Government's  policy  to  uproot  less  exportable  varieties  of 
citrus  under  a  varietal  replacement  program  cut  total  area 


and  adversely  affected  yields  because  of  a  proportionate 
increase  in  nonbearing  trees  in  relation  to  bearing  trees. 

LEMONS— Fresh  lemon  exports  rose  23  percent  during 
the  1970/71-1975/76  period.  Most  of  the  increases  were 
from  the  United  States  and  the  Mediterranean  countries, 
which  together  supply  about  95  percent  of  the  world's 
exports. 

Exports  from  the  Mediterranean  region  have  steadily 
increased  since  1 970/ 7 1  because  of  gains  in  Spanish,  Greek, 
and  Turkish  shipments.  Exports  from  Spain  are  shipped 
mainly  to  Western  Europe,  while  the  majority  of  exports 
from  Greece  and  Turkey  are  destined  for  the  East  European 
countries.  Shipments  from  Italy,  on  the  other  hand,  have 
declined  by  25  percent  since  1970/71.  Apparently,  Italian 
lemons  lost  some  ground  in  Western  Europe  because  of 
competition  of  a  better  quality  product  from  Spain, 
Turkey,  and  Greece,  but  Italy  still  remains  the  world's 
largest  supplier  of  fresh  lemons. 

U.S.  lemon  exports,  second  to  those  of  Italy,  rose 
substantially  during  the  period,  mainly  because  of  greater 
shipments  to  Japan  and  Europe. 

GRAPEFRUIT— In  recent  years,  nearly  one-fifth  of 
world  production  was  exported  as  fresh  fruit.  The  United 
States  and  Israel  were  the  largest  exporters,  together 
accounting  for  over  84  percent  of  the  world's  grapefruit 
exports  in  1975  76.  Other  major  exporters  included  South 
Africa  and  Cyprus.  Most  of  the  growth  in  exports  since 
1970  71  resulted  from  greater  U.S.  shipments  to  Japan. 
Israel's  exports  have  remained  fairly  stable  since  1970  71 
and  those  from  South  Africa  and  Cyprus  have  declined. 

The  bulk  of  Israel's  exports  went  to  Europe,  mainly  to 
EC  countries.  Prior  to  1971  72.  the  majority  of  U.S. 
exports  were  destined  for  Canada  and  Europe.  However, 
since  1970/71,  U.S.  grapefruit  exports  rose  192  percent  as  a 
direct  result  of  the  elimination  in  197 1  of  grapefruit  quotas 
in  Japan.  In  1975  76,  Japan  accounted  for  50  percent  of  all 
U.S.  exports,  with  26  percent  shipped  to  EC  countries  and 
22  percent  to  Canada. 


Imports 

ORANGES  AND  TANGERINES— The  EC.  led  by 

France  and  West  Germany,  accounted  for  over  half  of  the 
world  imports  of  fresh  oranges  and  tangerines  in  recent 
years.  Eastern  Europe  and  the  U.S.S.R..  non-EC  West 
European  countries.  Canada,  and  Hong  Kong  were  other 
major  importing  areas  and  countries.  Overall,  imports 
remained  relatively  stable  during  1970  71-1975  76. 

LEMONS— West  Germany.  France.  Japan,  and  the 
U.S.S.R.  are  major  importers  of  lemons.  In  recent  years, 
the  EC  accounted  for  about  40  to  45  percent  of  total  world 
imports.  Japan's  imports,  orginating  almost  entirely  from 
the  United  States,  suffered  a  considerable  setback  during 
the  1974  75  season  following  Japan's  decision  to  ban  the 
use  of  orthophenyl  phenol  (OPP).  a  fungicide  used  on 
imported  citrus  fruit.  However,  imports  in  the  following 


season  returned  to  the  normal  level  of  about  90,000  tons. 
The  ban  was  lifted  in  1977. 

GRAPEFRUIT— In  ranking  order,  Japan,  the  United 
Kingdom,  West  Germany,  France,  and  Canada  were  the 
principal  importers  of  grapefruit  in  the  1975/76  season. 
Based  on  available  statistics,  imports  of  grapefruit 
increased  an  average  of  8  percent  per  year  since  the  1970/  7 1 
season,  with  the  EC  countries  taking  between  50  and  55 
percent  of  the  total,  the  larger  volumes  were  attributed  to 


an  expansion  in  U.S.  shipments  to  Japan  and  to  EC 
countries.  Japanese  imports  rose  considerably  after  the 
lifting  of  quantitative  restrictions  in  June  1971.
